Before dwelKng apoii the New Dispemsatiofi 
in jparticalar^ it ta pt'oper tliafc I 6boaId nt tbo 
ooteet give an 3d^a of the Divine Dispensation 
in general and that of the Divine purpose foe 
tfae fulQImeai of which it is vouchsafed to thoi 
world« Though we do not believe in the origin 
nal sin of mail like sotae other religious bodies, 
it is a matter of fi^et that the patui^al maa 
beotnse of Seif-pride falls a vietim to sensual- 
ism and mtiterialism or Qodlessoess whieh Is 
the veritable Hell, l^ is Self^prfde which maizes 
its victim beeome *' a fool who sayetb in bis 
hMrt there is t^o Qod/' add fi^U from tfae in- 
ncoetit state tii tntliitive belief and original 
purity. Self-pride is the Veritable Satan, which 
makes a man eiiter| of bis own aoeord^ as it 
wefe, into tfae Hell of eensuality i^nd material 
ism and wallow ih the t^fiire of sin. It is in thia 
veritable Sell of sensuality and materialism thf^t 
mankind in general a? e thrown headlong by their 
8€)f^ide. I) it oqiy tfae worldly-minded thf^t 
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plange into this Hell f No, even the religt 
incliued, nay, the spiritaAlly-minded people, 
into Hell accordigg as they fall victims t 
pride which in th& ease of the religii 
inclined is called religions pride, and i 
case of the spiritnally-mindeJ, spiritnaU 
Bven as the \?orldly-minded fall victini 
^sensnatity and materialisD^, the veligl 
inclined fall victims to sontimentalism { 
idolatry % and the spiritually-minded to id^ 
and mysti^Hsm. Hell is really^the state oi 
lessness, and it is the necessary conseq 
of Infidelity or Self-pride, whether the \ 
iy^minded, the religionsly^nclined or the 
ritually-minded people fall victims to it 
these three classes of people are antago 
to> %nd hate one another, the world is a 
«cene of antogonism and hatred. This g 
stato of hatred apd anfagonisu» may see 
the iniBrdels who believe only in what the 
bear and feet by -the senses, to be an i 
takable proof of the want of Divine G( 
ment among mankind. Bat notwithstand 
the anarchy and chaoa among men, the w< 
under the direct lind immediate Government 
AlKrighteoQS and All-mercifnl Qod, thongl: 
in the very natdre of things, impossit 
the infidels to perceive it. The very fac 
those who fall victims to Self-pnde, v^ 
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they bo worldly-mindod, retigioaaly-inclinddy or 
spiritually-oimdecl, aro maJe to enter into the 
veritable Hell of Godlessness, proves the direct 
ani immediate Divioe^ Government in the 
"world. Bat as the never-failinsf Justice of the 
All-ri^hteoas Qod is not satisfi^^cl by governinj; 
proad faithless mmkind withoat making them 
aware of it; and as His naver-faiiiag 4Iercy w 
is not satisfied withoat saving them, for which 
too it is bat absolately necessary that mankind 
sboald be aware, not only of the never-failing 
Divine Justice bat also of the never-failing Divine 
Mercy to theqi, however siafal they may be, 
it has ever since the fall of min been the 
grand Parpose of the All-powerfal, AM-risjhteoas 
and AU-meroifal L'ving G)d of the Universe, 
( the inside and outside whereof, are respectively 
spiritaal aad material) to establish His King- 
d)m of Righteousn^iss and Pjace aming man* 
kind. And it is for the fnlfilment of this grand 
Parpose that the Lord God has from time to time 
specially manifested HimielT, according as Ha 
has b3en accepted by a mzn of faith, among tha 
faithless mankind ; and made the particular mzn 
of faith, along with those who joined |him 
more as believers in him than in God Himself, act 
a great part in the Amphitheatre of the world foe 
the redemption of mankind. Thu^ God has mani- 
fested Himself and many a man of faith has ap* 
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peared in the 8o#ne of the religioiis world . 
aeoording as the religiaasly-inolinad peoploii

In spite of all this 

positioni bowl^veri the Divine Dispensations 

have been from lime to time vooohsafed to 

world, have not onty laid the Fonndatiot 

Ood's KinjBfdom, bnt have likewise gntb 

materials required for establishing it here be 

Verily the Kingdom of Heaven, so far at 

establishment among mankind is conoerned 

nob behind bat before. As we have seen 

even the different bodies of believers who li 

from time to time stood np in the world, li 

bad, in want of ixnM faith in iXi^ Living ( 

u% well as in dftob and all the tivmg men 
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fakhy opposed the ^stablUbuieiit of tbe Kiiii;* 
<loin of Ri^hteonsness anl PeaiQe ainono; mankind, 
an altogether New Dispensation became necessary 
for the fulfiloient of the Divine Porpiose. 

From ih<) above it is quUo evident that the 
New Dispensation tnast have no hainan centre. 
I e, no human spirit, however exalted, 
is to be the eentre of the New Dispensation. 
It di(l| therefore, pleaae the Lord God to reveal 
His own Spirit as its Great Centre and tha? 
the Dispensation^ of pure Theism^r o( the Spirit- 
God has been after all vouchsafed to the world. 
And the Gospel of direct and 'immediate access 
of every human spirit to the Divine Spirit has 
been onoe for all proolaimed in the East. Bat 
as pare Theism was at first recognized only as 
the essential Principle of one and all the re^gi- 
on^ pf the world and secondly as tiiat of Hi^ 
duism alone, it was not accepted as '^ The New 
Dispensation, " until there arose a man of sin* 
gular faith in the Living God and in one and all 
the Great men of faith or the elders of the hnmaa 
race. As soon as the Bpirit-Qod found n man of 
true faith in Himself and in one and aU of His 
Disciples and Servants, Ha began tg manifest 
Himself ad the only Great Founder of the King-* 
dom of RigbteousiLesfl and Peace among muQ- 
kind and as the AIl-in-All of the New Dispen- 
sAtioQ. Ihos tbe believers in the New Dispen- 
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satioD, unlike tbofie who believe in the Old I 
pensations, recognize the Ever-Self-revealing G 
as its Central Figure and have no faith in btm 
Mediation and Incarnation. I have already 
timateJ above that every believer in the IS 

• Dispensation has -the privilege of holding dii 
and immediate communion with the Self-reveal 

^ God vfiio in jorder to save the believer, becomei 
the one hand Incarnate and manifests Him 
in the believer's body and soul and on the ol 
turns out to be the Mediator^ or Qo-betw 
Verily it is the Divine Spirit which enlighi 
qnickens and inspires the human spirit so that 
latter may be regenerated aqd become fit for 
Kmgdom of Righteousness and Peace ; au( 
is in and through the former that the Is 
ma]:, commune with the elders of the human 
ttad, enter injo the Kingdom. Thus it is q 
clear that we cannot go to the elders nnlesa 
nntil Qod becomes the Go-between and ent 
US to do so. As the elders are in the Be 
of God, to separate them from God is to pi 
end to their life ; for, they live, inove, 
have their being in God and God alone, 
communion with them is unlike that of the 
ritualists with the departed spirits as we 
that of the Iheosophists with the Ma^atmas. 
28 the Ocean of Life, the departed ordinary bi 
and the Mahatmas * are to be songht add f 
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alire ia Ibat Qreai Ovsean of L'fe and no where 
else. To realize Heaven here below is to aU- 
tain each a God-vision as reveals God the Father 
and Mother with the elders in His Bosom. To 
be in Heaven is tp become in life and cbaractei:' 
a child of God the Father and Mother $ and 
live^ move, and have oar being in Him amidst 
the elders. Hence it is absolutely necessary for^ 
every believer in. the New Dispensation to hold 
living and loving commnnion with the Spirit 
of God. as it dwells in the qatck and the dead 
here below. Creati3n from the son, moon and 
stars down to the dnst ; from the largest animals 
down to the smallest insects ; from the wise down 
to the illiterate ; from the saints down to the 
sinners ; from^the regenerated down to the faith-* 
fal ; is fall of the Divine Spirit which m^t be 
communed with by a believer in« the New Dis- 
pensation in order that he may be regenerated. 
He who realizes or. rather thinks he realizes the 
Spirit- God in what is high bat not in what is low, 
in what is great bflt not in what is small^ and in 
what is good hot not in what is evil, is self-deluded 
and is not a true believer in. the Living God. Not 
to believe in the All-jpervading and All-trans* 
cending Divine Spirit here below is to become 
an infidel and to fall a victim to self-pride, 
fionsnalism and materialism and to wallow in the 
mire of Uodlessnessj .the veritable Hell. The 
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New Dispensation reoQgoUes no other Savic 
than the Divine Spirit, Xhe hainan spirit is 
herself anboiy even ds the earth is by its 
dark ; the Divine Spirit is Holy eveii as \ 
9an is bright. That the humm spirit may 
enlightened, quickened, inspired, an I saved » i 
mast hold living and loving caminaaiQQ w 
the Hply S[urit of God. Bven the exalted spi 
of the Ureat Man of Faith is by herself di 
as the moon and that 3be may shine amidst 
darkness of the infilel world she receives Li; 
from the Sun of Highteoosness or the E 
Spirit of Qod, ja§t as the moon receives 11 
from the great luminary of the day to sb 
amiUst the darkness of the earth. It is alto 
tber a fresh Revelation of the Ne\« Pispensat 
that {he Prophets and Saints, Christ Jesus 
esaepted, are the representative Men oj faith, i 
as such jthey are the great Messengers pf Han 
and Leaders of mankind. It is their Faith 
the Living Qod and nothing else, that i^oai 
them while here below to hold direot and 
mediate c.oinmwioo with the "Bun of Rigbtec 
ness and shine amidst th^ darkness of tb9 wo 
U 19 the spirit of faUh whiph is ^m^^ in 
Prophets in general and ia Qbrlst J^sus, 
Son pf 6od| iq parMcMiIar* The Apirit of I 
Faith ia r^ojly af Heaven heavenly, and kn 
Xi09e b^^ God the IVue, the 0ood aod 
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fieatttirnl. tt is this spirit of trne Faith wtiicti 
clings to the l^ras, loves the Good, atid 19 efaci* 
moared of the beautiful^ Qod. This child*like 
spirit of Faith is »lie^ imtnortal hnman spirit 
Every mao who has fallen a viclito to Self* 
pride and is conseqnently drowned in the veri^ 
table Hell of GodlessnesS rpqaires to have this 
cbild-liie spirit of faith awakened in ihd heart,' 
which is true conversion and ran be brotiorbt 
abont by none else bnt by the ^ Spirit of God. 
Verily the child-like spirit of faith is the one 
thiDg needfnl. If it is once . for all awakened 
in the heart of a man or a worn an, he or she 
may be said to bo truly converted. Such 
a trne conversion of the heart is recognized 
as snoh by the New Dispensation and a? it 
is already said that none hot the Holy Spirit 
of God can bring it abont, the New Dispen- 
sation recognises the H^ly Spirit as the supreme 
Agent at work and is pre-eminently the Dis* 
pensation of the Spirit. 

Tbns it is cleltr that the New Dispensation 
is the Dispensation of the Spirit-God. fience 
it is that the least doubt that may be enter- 
tained in any respect whatever, abont the Spirit- 
Qod is sure to sap the verv foundation of the 
New Dispensation. None but the Spirit-God can 
make us truly religious and really spiritital. 
lutaitife belief in the Si>irit-God is the foun- 
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(Nation of true religion and spiritaalifcy. Si 
and earnest prayer to H^'m ia the first an 
most import'ittt religion^ means that a trm 
liever in the L'ving Qod shotild adopt 
follow to the end of his liTe to attain 
^ religion or to become oonsoions of his 
parable relation to did* f^atthful prayi 
^^''noihiti^ else bat that attjtnde of the h 
'spirit in which she seeks tl^e Living Go 
H*m alone 5 ani according as a believerS 
hangers and thirsts after the giving Go( 
becomes spiritaally-minded, Thas and thns 
that a true believer begins his religions c 
and spiritnal life. The more a believer 
prays to the L'ving God, the more conj 
he becomes of his sin in the mire of whi 
waflows here bolow. This is what 
rise to repetSif ance in the heart, and ra xki 
believer keenly feel his separation from 
as well as the nntrnth, darkness and 
brought npon his spirit by Godlessness or 
is negatively called worldlineS^. Tiias a belii 
fuithrnl prayer begins to, be penitent ai 
his spirit hangers and thirsts after the I 
God on the one hand, he repents for hi 
and short-comings on the other. 

According as a believer traly repent 
his sins and earnestly seeks the L'viag 
.the light of Divine Revelation begins to 
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npon him amidst tlve darkness of his hesirff 
Thus a believer begins to ' be enligbtened by 
the Divine ^ipirit. At first only such revela- 
tions of religious trnth9 are vonchsafcd to him, 
as may enable hiqa to form c6rrect religicus 
ideas in his mind, withont having direct and 
immediate perception of the corresponding rea« 
lities. At this stage the believer is taken up 
with correct ideas and ia apt more to think 
than to realise and feel ^is seligion is more* 
of the mind th^fix of the heart. It is pnly then 
bat not till then that the believer begins to 
realize religions trnths and entertain religions 
sentiments or feelings when in response to his 
prayers the Divine Spirit commences for the 
first time to breathe life into his spirit or in 
other words to inspire him. Divine tlevelatio^ 
and Inspiration are indeed the enlightening and 
the life-giving influences the Divine Spirit es;- 
ercises upon the spirit of the believer according, 
as. be sincerely and eainestly prays to the liiving 
God. These two Ifealtby Divine Influences like 
the light and the air gradually enlightea the 
spiritual understanding and invigorate the apirl-* 
tual life of the believer and he beooraes alto« 
getber a new man. But unless and until tha 
believer is so enlightened by the Divine Bev6<« 
lation as to be able to see and hear the Spirit** 
Qod face to face, as it were, and ao inyig^; 
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mied by the Dltine Inspiration ai to be 
to idtich and enjoy Qim in the inmost r^c 
of the bdart, ho cnnnot hold oomraattion 
or vrofsbip the Living *Qod, in the sane 
of 4he heart. It is by holding direct an( 
mediate oommnnion with the Living Qc 
the innctnnry of the heart, that the bel 
iM^ri^s to be fond of Hts sweet oempany 
b^IdW. A(^66rdin^na tb^ believer beeoitoes 
'of the Liting -Ood^s company, he se«^ks il 
fetlreiitlf and begins to feel it all nil 
darktteed, and death, to Idse the compar 
Cfod or rtot t6 realia^e^ ]^ia enoompasslng 
t^tte. And it is for this reason thht tl 
l!6Ve^ when hti learns lo worship th^ I 
Oo9 in spirit atid trtlth, at every timd he is ti 
io TToi'ship ^im, he 6ottolndei^ it with th( 
nest h^rt-feit ))rayer " Lead m^ from tii 
to Truth, fi'diD darbtie§s t6 Lfght atid from 
t5 iiVfe 0tb4rb^I. *^ Behold, the Company 
l4lvibg bod }9 realljr tho f sustain of all 
Light and Life. To be in tlie eompany ( 
JLVving Qbd is to be in truth, Ligfal, and 
S'ach a worship of, or commnnibn wlj 
tiving Qoti is, indeed, the Fountain-so^ 
every thing divine with Ihe feeli'ever. Hel 
awav with the heavens above and the eal 
low tut he can never give up Divide troj 
bdmmuaion. DI?me communion or wol 
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liJl-ia-aH irith him. It 13 ia the course oF thd 
Divine worship that the believer is allowed thai 
opportnnity, not only of enjoying the holy coin'* 
pany of the Living God *bttt likewise of being 
acquainted with the past dispensations and haV« 
ing foreshadows of the futare ones, which are no 
other than the links of the griaat Chain of th# 
Divine Dispensation designed to regenerate man« 
kind. ^It is in the company of God that the ba^ 
liever Sods himself floating on the vast Oceatii 
of Eternal Life wfiioh knows no past or futnr<i 
but encompasses the tiny spirit of the believer 
and as on the one hand exhibits to him the dis* 
pensations that have from time to time beea 
made manifest, as so many waves rising and

)en8ations are np other than Divine manifeflta* 
lona for the redemption of mankind in gene« 
*al and individual sinners in particular. Men of

vitb the rise and fall of Divine Dispensations 
appear to the true worshipper to live, mova 
nd have their being in God and God alone, as 
be elders of the human race. Thus true Divino 
vorship or communion does really open the por*

It is tbe inintfested descending of the Ldrd 
Qud whi^h saves the believer from the veri« 
table* H«ll of sensuaKsm and mnterialijm atid^ 
all their inevitable oonseqaences. The believer's 
spicit now fir^ds the vast creation perfectly trans- 
pereot and th>^«Ho4y Spirit is clearly seen witb 
tbe eye oi BhaMi to live and move here belo^w 
even as she herself lives and moves in the mate* 
rial body. It is this manifestation ot the Holy 
Spirit in the creation which realty baptizes the 
believer's spirit and enables it to rise np to the 
Heaven of the Divine Presenile in orders* that 
it may enjoy the life ever-lasting. 

The descending of the Divine Spirit and the 
aicending of the ha man spirit being more and 
mor« frequently experienced in life is what makes 
the latter one wjth the forme r.

and to be truly one with them io spirit and 
truth. Thus his atonement is completed* Be« 
fore the attaiauient of this complete atonement 
^tbe beljever does at best reoot^nise the Hily 
Spirit of Qod as welT as the spirits of the 
elders simply as objective realities btit after hi* 
utonemeut he eiljoys the Sun of Rtghteonsness 
and His rays as subjective realities > and his 
spirit is able to livci move and have its bein^ 
in God amidst the regeneriite 1 spirits like unto 
a child of His and a brother of theirs. Verily 
the Living God \$ now the Ftither and Mother 
of the believer and the regenerated spirits who 
Ihe, move aud have their being in Qoil and 
God alone are his elders. The believer now 
clearly sees how he has been brought into 
existence by the Will of God out of His Holy 
Nature and recognizes God alij^e as his Father 
and Mother in Heaven and earth. V^srily, God 
is not only our Father but likewise our Mo- 
ther. Even as man • is the image of God so 
19 woman. 4^ a man's spirit is destined to 
•pecially partake of Gol's Character us the 
ITatheri so is a woman's . spirit destined to 
(qpOQialjy partake of Gai'e Chiraoter as the 
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Uoiher, Behold how diffbrenfe Che man md iha; 
womaa are from each other ia spirit too and 
bow absolateljr neoessary is -spiritnat «nnion be* 
tween them in order ^that they may matiwlly 
assimilate eaoh other^s spirit. Tiiqs it is quite 
clear thai marria^^e is not only physical bnt 
also spiritoaly and is altogether a very saored 
thiog. If the hasband-soul and wife-son I are^ 
not married the hofy union between them is 
not trnly effected. Infidels may marry as 
animals even n9 they oat and drink ; bnt trne 
believers in the Father-Mother God muat not 
only eat and driok bnt likewise marry to His 
glory in order that the Divine Will may be 
fnlfiiled in their married life.

My real self is bidden 
from me even when I worship God as the 
Creator and feelingly address *Him, my Father^ 
my Mother, my Lord, my Master, my Guide, 
jny this and that, nay, my ali-in-all and ex* 
perience correspoudlug religions feelings aocord* 
ing as they arise in my heart and satisfy my 
sonl.

24:* Did he deny only his did self? No, never. 
The nfew-born s6lf mast also be detiied and one 
ttltlst take np his cross ie must be prepared 
to give np his new life in order to follow th^ 
Son of Qod. We cannot follow Christ i?vith 
Ibe butdea of oQr old lifd on otir shdnlder^l 
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We can follow him as children of [Godt ^ afte< 
we are born again. How can we follow one • 
whose mission was to show to the world what 
it was to live the life* of the son of Qod and 
give it as a sacrifice for the world, being at the 
same time the son of m'\n, unless we are bora 
Bisain and become children of God. Have we 
Bot one and all followed the old man *or the * 
dead man Adam, since we began to live as dis* 
obedient sons of men ? Is it not then ab« 
sointelj necessary for ns to be born again befora 
we can begin to follow the new man or the 
living man, Christ Jesus 7 The dead cannot 
follow the living one. It was for this reason 
tba( Christ Jesas said *^ Let the dead bary the 
dead." We must give np our old lives a1toge« 
Iber and be born anew before we can follotv 
the living man — Christ Jesns. 

Now that it is qaite clear that we mast ba 
born again of the Spirit as we have been once 
born of the flesh, what is rc^qnired of as is to 
altogether sarrendcft oarselves as sons of men 
to the Indwelling Spirit of Qod and be led by 
tbe same under all circamstances and at all times. 
Even as Jesus is saii^ to have been born ot

Mrtbcfr rather new birth ia brought aboat by 
none bi»t the Boly Bptrit of €k>d* And if the 
believers,, to whatever religiona bodies orBeota 
Ihay may beloi»g^ do not awdar whole-hearted 
allegiaDoo to the ladweiliog Spirit of God they 
•annot be boro again* Behold the most orgeat 
aeoesaity of every believer aweariog abiolnte 
allegiaiioe to the Holy Spirit in order that he 
may be bora again. Whether he be a Jew or 
^ OentilOy^ a Cbristiao of this or that deiiotmi«. 
aatioQi a HlhJa or a Biahomedan, a Sadharau 
or W Adi Brahmoi a believer most make at^ 
inoonditioaal aarreader of bimeelf to tlie Spirit 
of God and be onder Hia direet aad im:ne-< 
4iato indaenoe io order tliat be may attain 
«ew Iife» it is here that we, as believers ia 
the New Ptapeoaation or the Disperksation of 
the Holy Bpiritt take onr etand. We oannot 
vritb impnoity swerve an ineb from this. Thia 
fa o^r £peu« iUmdi aa bellevera in the Ne^ 
i>i$peti$atioOf We are quite prepared to atretel^ 
mt haod of fellowship to every religiona bod^^ 



from hero and tt is Hero, as wo firtnly bol)oto»' 
that we are at onis with tfae spiritttally-mittde<i 
smidBtthe differetrt religions bodioa and spoofs 
ally wrtli tfaose amidst the Cfaristiam. Ao 
yoaniters wo are qnito prepared to sit at theif* 
feet to learn what they have to teaoh ns a» 
our elderSi if we are not reqaired to giro up 
our allegiance to the Holy Spirit and liodiiy * 
' identify onrselves with any one of them as s 
reli/jiions sect. We are prepare j to he Hiadas^ 
Buddhists, Jews, Ohristians and Mahomedans^ 
nay; Vaisnabas so far as we are led by tho 
Holy Spirit and no farther. Thus it is elear 
that onr position in the religions world is not 
exclnsive bat tnolasive. It is the Spirit oF Ood 
that has made os free from the thraldom, not 
only of the seeutar bat also of the religioaf 
world. All glory be to the HoTy Spirit and Him' 
alone. It is the Holy Spirit who is onr Teacherj 
GaidOi Master, Lord, Savioar and Oorafortei^ 
and onr Afl-in-AII so lon^ as we are not born 
again and become *the children of God and 
what is of Ood becomes oars. Behold the 
Purpose of the New Dispensation and the Sa« 
preme Agency at work for the fnlfilment of 
the same. It is through the agency of the 
^^oly Spirit that we are brought before one 
and all the Prophets and Serrants of the Lord 
God and abofe all before the Son of Qod in*

vine Mother. The t>ivine Mother explains the 
second birth even as the bnman mother does 
the first. It is on the A.ll-embractnf| 
Bosom of the Divine Mother that the child- 
like spirit of faith realises how the ^Divine* 
Nature, the Divine Family, and the Divine 
Religion are alike indivisible— how all the 
Divine Attributes, Manifestations and Dispen- 
sations are concentred in Une and the Same 
Supreme Person—the Godhead, how all the phases 
of Religion are the different emanations of the 
Divine Will and how all the true religious 
characters are the different members of the 
Divine Family.

MY FAITH. 

Bt*love<1 Rrofhren I I am thankful to my 
Ood that I am able to stand before you agaia 

on the happy occasion of the IQth Anniversary 

Festival of the New Dispensation Ohurph \tx 

East Bengal, and bear testimony to my faith. 

Xq begin, I eannot say I bad this one tbia^ 

needful* from the beginning. Bnt I had what 

is called intuitive belief in Qod-— and becarao 

aware of it in my youth. This intuitive belief 

^ in Qod at first made me -bow down before 
itIoU in His name and afterwards preyenied 
i^e from drifting to scepticism which secalar 
western education so naturally gave rise to ia 

c*V3ke minds of young men in our colleges and 
ftchaols according as it made the gross idolatry , 
of Hlnduiam lose its hold on them* Uest part 
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of my youth I spent a§ a merely iotailire 
believer in God nnJ when Hindu idolatry lost 
lis hold on my mind I was placed in a con« 
dition in which I found myself most uncom« 
forfcable inasmuch as on the one hand I found it 
impossible to sincerely bow down before idols and- 
on the other I had no conception of the Qodhead 
1 iutnitively believed in, &Iy mind was then 
nutnrally inclined to Thei%m and theistitt ideas 
and sentiments in the text books 1 have had 
to read during my school life became, the food 
and drink of my religious spirit. What I felt 
most needful at that time was the improvement 
of my moral character and according as 1 be« 
gan to take steps for the same I came to per- 
ceive that it was not possible for me to mikd 
any moral improvement worth the name, with« 
out the help of God and thus a fresh stimulus 
\tM given to faiy intuitiTe belief in God, 
though I did not even then begin to pray to 
Him as I ought to have done, and rest satisfied 
with hearing the chanting of theistic hymns attd 
reading siatras or praises of God from theistio 
writings. Ail this however inclined me to seek 
to know about God and to attend the weekly 
meetings of the Brahmo Somaj. Thus my m« 
tailive belief in God on the one band and the 
cansoionsnees of my moral wretchedness on tb0 
other were so roused in me that I begatf 
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to feel the oecessify of developing my inioitive 
belief and of attaining moral parity. At tbe very 
ontset I was allowed to see olearly that for the 
development of my belief in God and attainment 
of moral parity^ it waf neceeoary for me to 
pray regularly to Qod and hold conversntion ; 
with others on such practical subjects of reHgTon \ 
and morality as were likely to enlighten both 
» my religions and, moral sen^e. As I went on 
praying to God day after day and holding re* 
ligions and moral conversation, with some yoang ! 
friends week after week, I had first of all to | 
repent for a particular sinful habit and realise | 
the Divine Presence ; and it so happened that as | 
I got rid of that particular habit by prayerfal ! 
penitence aul my intuitive belief in God i 
became str^^ngthened by the realization of Divine 
Presence, I felt a great relief and began to saek 
God and moral purity with tbe firm conviction 
that I must become more and more morally ' 
pure and get to know Qod n^ore and more 
positively in case 1 pray to Htm more and 
more earnestly. According a« I went on praying 
to God with this firm conviction I began to receive 
striking revelations from Go 1 about Himself and 
my personal relationship with Him, which deve* 
loped my intuitive intelleotual belief in the God of 
Nature into an enlightened spiritual belief ir^ 
ifae God of my heart. Such a belief did no 
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donbi ronse my religions feelings and make my 
prayers tonobing ; bufc for all that it conld not 
be accepted by roe as the Trne Faith which 
the great minister of, the Brahmo Som«ij ot 
India defined to be the direct vision of the 
liiving Personal God, as t conld clearly see 
that there was great difference between be« 
lief in Qod, however enlightened it may be, « 
and Trne Faith which is not only the evi* 
dence of spiritual things nnseen and snbstance 
of heavenly things hoped for ; bnt likewise the 
direct vision of the invisible Spirit-God here 
below, Oonseqaently I began to seek faith in 
the Living God as the highest gift of Divine 
Grace to a wretched sinner like myself. My 
prayers to God an J the lit/ht vonchsafed to 
me in response to them at first made it clear 
to me thut I was not only a wrt^tcbed sinner 
bnt likewise a mere intellectual believer stilly 
and that the one thing neeilfnl was child-like 
Fiiith in the Living God. Methonght how a 
little child looks 4nto the face of its mother 
and sees and hears her t The second period 
of my religions life was thns spent in seeking 
trne Faith in the L'ving God, whicli^ 1 be* 
lieved, would prove to be my real higher self. 
in this state of my spirit I looke<l around for 
an example and my eyes fell upon one among 
the theidti in the land as the man of faith 
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viUom I w<is in the befirioning led to recognite 
as a true followinr of Christ Jesds. Need I mentioQ 
bis name P His name is Eesbab Obanclra Sen. 
As I became an admirer of bim almost, from 
ibe very befirinninflry I now became a follower 
of bis and bef^nn to devote my life to tbe 
Beryice of tbe Lord. The yery act of tnj 
•vtt len^b giving ap secular work and devoting 
my life exclnsively to mission work, proved to 
be an act of faith in its embryo state and 1 am 
sore t conid not have done it, bad not the 
Spirit of God made me perfectly regardless of 
all consequences and led me as 11 were by ibe 
band. It indeed proved a tnrning point in my 
life. Henceforth I began to pnt faith in the 
Indwelling Spirit of God and His leadings oa 
the one band and to rely npon His providing 
care on thu other. I could now more than be* 
fore feel the necessity of walking by faith and 
not by sight and ever since I have preferred 
walking by faith to walking by sight, I have 
bad to mark the difftjrence bfft ween the activity 
and the passivity of tbe haman spirit. Passi- 
vity of the homan spirit is the only condition 
on which she can walk by faith or rather be 
led by the Indwelling Divine Spirit. Activity- 
is what iudnses one to walk by sight and not^ 
by faith. The passive faithful human spirit does 
.fioi walk| bttt is led by the Spirit of God in tha 



uroy of faHb« Conseqaently it costs na mncb 
to learn to be so faithfol in spirit and truth 09 
to be passiTely led by the Spirit of God in the 
etraight narrow path of faith and in that alone. 
Thanks to God that when I became aware CTea 
of my intuitive belief in God I preferred my 
being passively led by Him to my actively en« 
deavonring to be religious and good wfth Bin 
Iielp as they say. That ^' God helps those who 
help themselves '' neyer comm9nded itself to 
m^ as a sound religious theory. It betrayed 
human pride. That '^Qod*8 mercy alone availeth'* 
commended itself to me as an utterance of child^ 
like faith. Thus it is dear that from the time 
1 began to be led by the Spirit of God, there 
was breathed into me a spirit which I am pre- 
pared to call my faith. It is this spirit of faith 
which recogniaed the Indwelling I^ivine Spirit 
as her all in all. Verily there are two birds, aa 
it is said in the Hindu Sastrast which dwell to« 
getber aa companions on the tree of life io 
the wilderness of this world. It ohco occured 
to me very striking that as of two companion* 
birds in the ontaide world the male one is beau« 
tifql and the female one quite otherwise, of the 
two apirit-birdsj the Divine Spirit is Holy and 
^^ebumaii spirit ia sinful. I could then feel 
bow the bnmaii apirit waa at once like and na« 
like the Oivios Spirit* I oould ahio feel ths| 
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(he hnman spirit was not 'originally nnlike ihd 
Divine Spirit bat she beonme so by her fall from 
her original pure state and this fall was cansed 
by her disobedience to lier Lord and Master. 
The true' destiny of every human being was to 
knowingly and willingly allow the Spirit of Go.l 
to freely enjoy Himself in his soul as the SeU 
of his self and to fulfil His purposes in his life 
as his Lord and Master. Bat according as one 
man at first and every man afterwards fell from 
the original state of the likeness of his spirit

bear testimony to God's dealings with India. 
Do Thou, Ob Lird, enable me to bear testimony 
to Thy dealings with India, with my eyes of 
faith and trust fixed upon *Thee, my most 
beloved Lord, present before me, and enable 
those whom I am addressing on the solema 
theme, to receive the testimony in a right 
spirit. May Thy will be done, Ob, my Goif, 
in regard both to the speaker and the hearers ! 
Amen I 
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Mj friends^ I am sure dverj one present 
here is prepared to acknowledge in a general 
sense thai God's dealings with India since the 
advent of the En£;lisU rule have been very 
striking in many respects ; but few there are ' 
who are prepared to recognize in them, in a 
special sense^ the New Dispensation that has 
been vouchsafed to India for her regea« ration 
or in other words for her admission into the King* 
dom of heaven. Kingdom of heaven, my friends, 
U not lo f here, lo I there. It is t£e Divine Nature 
in which Holiness and Peace everlasting, the chief 
Features of the Divine Character or the Divine 
Countenance, are shedding their effulgent and 
serene light on the characters or the faces of 
those that have been born again and have become 
the children of God. Verily, Kingdom of 
heaven is filled with invisible vpersons and 
objects even as the Kingdom of earth is filled 
with visible animals and things. The invisible 
Spiritual Kingdom has its higher and lower 
spheres as the visible physical Kingdom has. 
The higher and the lower spheres of the spi« 
ritual Kingdom are the Heaven, where God 
is ever manifest, and the Religious world, where 
He at sundry times manifests Himself through 
uDispensatious, even as the higher and lower 
spheres of the physical Kingdom are the heavens 
above and the earth below^ Hence it is quitQ 
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clear thut %m Uiere ip ^ difftirqiico betireeq the

Yen must bear in mind^ my friends. poMesaed 
as yon are, noii only of body and Qiiod bat 
Hkavfise of sonl and spirit, yon have to do 
as ipaob with the Kingdom of beaven and 
tbe religions world as with the starry beareoa 
above and earth below. Many among ni the 
Brahmos, not to speak of the ontstders, are inolip** 
ed to think that tbe so-called Dispensation 
vpaohsared to India in tbe 19th cenlpry ie do« 
tbing bnt a rsligipns revival ;?7hioh ia an oQt^ 
come of tbe influence Western edneatlon- hap 
esereised on the religions natare of India and 
it is intended to make India religionfly tbeiatio 
and socially occidental ; whereas Qpd'e deaUngf 
wiLb India* ever since sbe has been provi^v^ 
dentially placed nnder the British pole, baV9 
tended towarde bringing f^boQt tbe I^ew ^J)ii? 
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salion v^hereby sbe may be maJe truly re- 
ligious on tbe one hand and regenerate on the 
other. A religious revival can at best make a 
people religious but it can never bring about 
regeneration. As I have already alluded to, 
God's Dispensation is meant to reveal the Livng 
God to tbe believers and regenerate thepa. I{ 
you study the religious history of India from 
the beginning of the British rule and the ad- 
vent of the Christian missionailes in the land 
on the one hnnd and from the time of Rajs 
Ram Mohan Ray and the inauguration of the 
grand theistic movement on tbe other, and if 
you do so with your eyes of faith in the Living 
God^ wi4e open, you cannot fail to witness the 
movement of mnny waters, destined to wash 
away the sins — the religions and spiritual sins, 
of India-^and to make manifest to her tbe Loving 
Countenance of the Lord God whom the 
Aryans worshipped as the Supreme Being who 
ever and anon sayetji ^' I Am/' whom Bhuddha 
realized as the *^ Intelligent Reality," and whom 
at last Sree Gonranga was enamoured with aa 
his most beloved Sutchidananda. Snob has been 
the result of God's dealings with India so far 
as her religious nature is concerned, but that 
IS not all. Tbe purpose with which God deals 
is of heaven heavenly and is not fulfilled unlesa 

and until that heavenly result is brought about. 
6 
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God^s dealings with a people in general and 
vith any and every indiYidaal m particalar, 
bave the same heavenly purpose to fulfil. It is 
for the fulfilment of the 'heavenly purpose or th^ 
purpose which Qod can according to His boly 
nature have in view, that He has been dealing 
v?ith India in the Idbh century. I do tbere^ 
fore feel mjself bound to bear testimony to the 
New Dispensation that has been already vouch- 
safed to Indian in order that she may be not 
only truly religious and pious but likewise re« 
generate and divine. Hence I am bound to 
bear testimony not only to the religious world 
and its religious geniuses but also to the King« 
dom of heaven and Ohrist Jesus. But before 
I do so I mast bear testimony to Ihe Holy 
Spirit who has been leading me^ as a believer 
in the New Dispensation and making knowa 
to me what ditference. there is between man's 
religion and Qod's Bighteoasness on the on.a 
band and the religious world and the Kingdom 
of heaven on the other. *My brethren, as a 
follower of the New Dispensation, 1 do firmly 
believe that the Spirit of Qod whom the devoafe 
Bind us recognize as the Paramatma and the 
faithful Christians as the Holf Ghost^ is pre- 
sent with the human soul to l^^d her frot^ 
tintiuth io the Truth, from darkness to the 
liight and from death to the Life eternal. Iher 
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h not a sonl but with lier the Spirit of God 
dwelletfa to sanctify and regenerate her. Bat 
as the Spirit of God cannot deprive a haman 
sonl, however sinfal sBe may be, of the free- 
dom of will, the Lord God Himself has given 
her in order that she may of her own aooord 
accept the Divine Spirit as her Teacher and 
Gaide. Svery hnman sonl, however degraded and 
wretched she may be, mnst knowingly and 
willingly accept the Holy Spir.it as her all in 
all. No hnman sonl can expect to be cons.^i- 
onsly led by the Holy Spirit withont acceptinn^ 
Him as her Teacher and* Gaide, Masfer and 
Lord, Sanctifier and Comforter in the sinfal 
condition she is placed, on acoonnt of her dis^ 
belief in the One True God and disobeJtenoe 
to His will. I cannot therefore too sufficiently 
nrge npon yon, my brethren, the necessity of 
yonr first of all recognizing disbelief in the 
One True God and disregnrd to the dictates of 
yonr conscience, the ** Still small Voice of God " 
within yon, as primary sins which every sinner 
mast be convinced of by the Holy Spirt and 
most sincerely repent for and altogether get rid 
of. li is only then, bat not till then, that he 
can expect to be oonscioasly tanght and gnided 
hj the Holy Spirit. According as a sinner 
believes in the One True God and begins to render 
obedieoce to the dictatea of his consoienoo as 
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the Yoicd of God within bini) it pleases the 
Spirit of Qod to awaken in him bis religions 
sense on the one hand and inspire in him the 
spirit of child-like faith* on the other. Having 
done this the Spirit of Qod leads the believer 
alike religiously and spiritnally from one stage 
to another until he becomes aware of the fact 
that 't&e h'nes on which he makes his religions 
and spiritual progress are like two parallel lines 
and as such thpy are never to meet, Tbns it 
becomes quite clear to the believer that while 
his religiousness is of the earth earthy or at 
best human, his spirituality is of heaven heaven- 
ly or at least something divine, inspired in hra 
soul by the Spirit of God. Hence as a be* 
liover in the Dispensation of the Spirit I 
feel myself bound to bear testimony to Iha 
two-fold work of the Divine Spirit in the 
heart of the believer. He leads the believer 
simultnneously through dififerent stages of re- 
ligious and spiritual progress. It is a striking 
phenomenon after all ; for, while by making 
religious progress the believer grows older, by 
making spiritaai progress he grows younger, 
until he becomes at once a self-convicted old 
penitent sinner and a helpless converted child 
of faith. Such a marvellous change is brought' 
about in the believer by the Holy Spirit as 
He woiks in him both to will and to .do. And 
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in bringing about; st^oh a two-fold change in 
the believer the Holy Spirit puts him in con- 
tac4 with the ^ geniuses of the Religions world 
on the one hand and dwitli the faithful spirits 
of the spiritual king<)oii^ on the other. I must 
make no hesitation to declare that while aU 
the religions geniuses from the Ri^his of old 
dowq to Srichaitanja of modern times ftre th$ 
great Representatives of the Religious world ; 
the faithfulapirit? from Abraham, the Patriarch, 
down to St. Paul, (.he 4po3tIe, ure tl^e great 
representatives of the Kingdom pf heaven on 
earth. As regards Srikhrishna on the one hand 
II nd Christ Jesus on the other I h^^re no hesi- 
tation to affirm that while the former y/as sent

to satisfy the religious cravings of the Hindus, 
the latter w(i9 sent to satisfy the ^pjfitqal buo- 
. gering qfthq Jews — while the que ' satisfied th^ 
paotbeistio ide^^ pr the idea of the man-Qod 
vhom the aacient Hindus looked for, the pther 
satisfied the idea of the Mes^i^h or the ideA 
of the Ood-man to yifiqjm tp§ 9ni[;ient Jewa 
looked forward. While tb^ naissiop pf the life 
of Srikrishpa was tp revdal |;he maq in Qo^t 
that ot the life x)f Christ Je^us was iq revec^l 
ibe Qod ip man. It ^ indeed a stem fa^t 
that rrbi\9 thje religioiia \7Qrl(| alw^yB a^ire<i 
Olid «ti^l Bfpires ji^tper ^he rejokli^atjon of the m>Q 
in (^ffdf Jih? y»o'ld !9f fritji alwayp a?pijred as^l 
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still aspires after the realization of the God 
IQ man. This is all the difference between 
Hindu Avatarism and Christian Incumation, 

Behold, how Srikrishna and Jeans Christ 
differs from each other in their missions and 
as a matter of course ia their characters. Bat 
there is no quarrel between them. While one 
taughtT the fourfold religion of Yoga, Bhakt^i 
Karma and Jnariy the other preached his divine life 
and character.^ While one proved' to be the 
great Teacher ( or Jogacharjea as he is gene- 
rally recognized ) of the Religions world ; the 
other proclaimed the Kingdom of heaven and 
lived and died for the redemption of the faith- 
ful believers. I see no reason why those who 
preach Christ Jesu% in India should vilify Sri- 
krishna in their anxiety to set forth the divine 
character of the Son of Qod to advantage. It^ 
requires no argument to prove that while Srl« 
krishna oume to give a grand religious idea to 
the religious world, Christ Jesus came to give 
divine life and character t(5 the faithful world. 
As Srikrishna came to fulfil the religions of the 
Hindus, Christ Jesus came to fulfil the Laws 
and the Prophets of the Jews. It must be 
observed hero that as Srichaitanya accepted 
Srikrishna as man-God and rejoiced in him, 
' the Apostle Paul accepted Christ Jesus as the 
fiod-maa and lived in him. That Indiai rell* 
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gioas IwWa^ cunnot do away with any of h^t 
religioas geniuses who shHoe one after another^ 
and much less with Srikrishnn, cati be better 
imagined than described. Can then Iddiaj edtk- 
cated India^ do away with Christ Jesus or even 
with any of the Jewish Prophets and Christ's 
Apostles P No, they cannot do so if they mean 
to become, not only religious and pioas but' 
also spiritual and divine. As educated India 
cannot do away with Weste/n Sciences and 
Civilization, they cannot do away with the Chris^ 
tian Scriptures and Christ^s divine life and 
character. The merciful wise Qod has not per« 
mitled Western Sciences to chase away the 
darkness of ignorance, and superstition, and 
Western civilization to bring about social changes 
in order thit the children of India may become 
worldly-minded and irreligious but that they 
may become tiuly enlightened and seek religion 
in a scientific spirit. And He has not per- 
mitted the holy Bible and the sweet name of 
the Son of Qod, ' Christ- Jesus, to be preached 
to them in order that they may become so- 
called Christians or shahebs but that they may 
seek salvation as penitent sinners. 

Who can confound the purposes with which 
•the Living and -Loving God has beeui since 
the advent of the British rule in India, bring-* 
ing aboat not only political and social but 
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tikewise re1ii»ioiig ami spirifnal ohanojes araon^ 
Ihe children of the soil? It U idle to siippo§a 
that ihe Almiglity Qod will rest sal;i8fif»d wi<h 
the partial falfilment of His grand purpose which 
19 nothing more nor less thnn the regeneration 
of India/ My ohject, therefore, is to hear testi- 
mony to the fact that it has pleased the L'^rd God 
to voQcnsafe to In lia the New Dlspensa*! >n or the 
Dispensation of the Spirit, which is destined to 
mnke her not Qply truly religions and piou9 
hut likewise spiritual and divine. In order that 
India may hecome truly religions and pfons on 
the one hand and spiritunl and divine on the 
other, she needs to he led by the Holy Spirit 
and Him alone ; so that she may steer clear of 
sectarianism and superstition on the ene hand 
and rationalism and pride oh the other. Afi a 
bumble follower of the New Dispensation I can ^ 
from my personal religions and spiritual expe- 
riences, bear testimony to the fact that the New 
Dispensation has been ▼ouehsafed to modern 
Indians who have become irreligious and sinf^it, 
in order that they may become not only reli« 
gious again but also divine. 8p that India may 
become again truly religious she must at the 
Tery ontset believe in the One True God and 
"he united \rith Him in her mind, hear!, float 
and will or in other words in /nan, ihaiti, yog^a, 
And karma^ the fourfold religion flo w«il taB£^bfe 
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by Srikrifihna i and so that she may becomo 
diviDO by being saved and born again, she must 
truly repent and first of all seek the Kingdom 
of God and His Rigbteonsness proclaimed nnd 
made manifest by Christ Jesns in his life and 
character. It is therefore absolutely necessary 
for modern India to believe in the New Dis- 
pensation or the ppecial dealings of the Divine 
Spirit with her at the present moment and on 
ibe one hand pray to be nnited with Him in 
mind, heart, sonl and will and on the other 
seek the Kingdom of God and His Rightpons- 
ness. IF India places her faith in One Trne 
God and His New Dispensation she is sure on 
the one hand to he enabled by the Spirit of God 
to attain pure and simple jnan, bhahti, yoga^ nnd 
karma or fourfold religion and on the other to be 
taught and guided, led and inspired, and sanctifi^'d 
and comforted even as a fresh fulfihnent of the 
promise Christ J^sns hflld out to his immediate 
disciples and through them to'the whole world. 
1 have now simply to ask you, my brethren, 
bow can you, possessed as you are of spirit and 
soul, do away with any the least person or 
thing of the Kingdom of heaven above and of 
the Religious world below, when you, as possess- 
es you are of body and mind, cannot do nwny with 
any the least thing of the earth below and of the 
Btarry heavens above ? The New Faith is as all* 
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ittolasive as modern science is. Yoa mnsb tbef«» 
JFope fliog away sectarian spirit and hatred and 
give np exclusion and intrasion of all kinds. Rest 
assared, mj brethren, yod can do neither the one 
nor the other, by the dint of yoar own intellect 
however highly caltivated it may be ; bnt yon eaa 
easily do so, if yeur heart be converted and 
become an abode of the ali^inclnsive, all-loving 
Spirit of Qod and yonr life be regenerated 
and become a -scene of His sanctifying work. 
Ton mnst remember, my brethren, yon cannot 
let the Spirit of Qod dwell in yonr heart and 
and work in yoar life, so lon^ as tiiere is 
pride, even intelleetnal pride, in your hearf, 
and activity of self-will in your life f I woald, 
therefore, most earnestly urge apan yon all, 
the aged and the young alike, the ab« 
solate necessity of denying yourselves and ^ 
giving up your own wills by truly be- 
lieving in the Living Personal Qod at heart and 
obeying His will in life. That you may do so, 
you have been created by Qod as rational and 
moral agents. This is iudeed the highest prero- 
gative of man that he can ki^wingly and will- 
ingly deny himself and give up bis own will and 
follow the son of man, Christ Jesus, in order 
that the Sprit of Qod may dwell in his hetfrt 
and fulfil divine piirpo^^es in his life by making 
him tiware of {Lis presence and agency withia and 



witboat. How pare and happy is that mail wb» 
realizes the presence and agency of the Spirit'* 
God ia his heart and life and is thus enabled ta 
bear fitness to the Lord Qod and His dealings 
with him, even as the shadow bears witness ta 
the sabstance. Behold^bow a man, a puny man^ 
can see and bear witness to the Lord Qod ia 
himself. It is the simple and pure religion which 
the soul of every man and every woman^ seeks, 
Sach a pure and simple religion consists in 
loving God with the whole mind, heart, soul 
and strength. Such a religion is no doubt the 
desire of Angels. But for sin-'striken men like 
ourselves to try to attain such a religion by exer.<« 
ting the intellectual and moral powers is ta 
rnsh in, like fools, where Angels fear to tread. 
Such a simple and pare religion is indeed the 
ootoome of Divine Qrace or Divine Dispensation* 
Bat woe to India if she delude herself with the 
hope that even snob a religion will enable her 
to enter into the Kingdon: of Qod and attain Hi4 
Righteousness which consists in doing His will 
evsn as it is done in heaven. For, though such 
a religion can make India truly pious. It cannot 
make her divine. She must, therefore, adorned 
as she may be with such a pure and simple reli« 
glon of love preached by SriQouranga, go for- 
ward and sit at the feet of the Son of Qod even 
Christ Jesus in order to reeeivo from him dlyiil^ 
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life and character and become eyewitness of ihfi 
fulfiilment of the grand purpose of the New Dis- 
pensation or the Holy Spirit's Descent on her 
in the 19th century. India must be inspired 
and altogether regenerated by the Spirit of Qod. 
India, educated India, must believe in the Son 
of God and have everlasting life. India, mo- 
dern India^ like St. Paul hunself must declare 
** I live, but not I, Christ liveth in me " and 
be saved. It rs for this reason, my beloved 
brethren, it has pleased the Holy Spirit to | 
descend upon those who at one time congrata- i 
lated themselves on having been saved from ibe 
grasp of the Christian missionaries by means of 
Brabmaism, and to make one of them Ke^^hab 
Chandra Sen, as their great leader and minister, 
proclaim tbf New Dispensation and glorify the ^ 
name of the Son of God, Christ Josus, among 
them as an advanced religions body formed out 
of the educated portion of the Indian comma- 
pity. Honoured be the nai^e of the first great 
Reformer of India and the founder of the 
Brahmo Somaj, Raja Ram Mohan Ray, who 
in those dnys of ignorance and superstition, 
did not only glorify the Ekamevadvitiam but 
ulso acknowledge Christ Jesus as the Sa?io||r 
and accept his Precepts as gnide to happiness 
iind Peace" for us all the children of the loil. 
pow can we then, oh, my brethrenj as followers 
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oF Raja Ram Mohan Bay and Kesbnb Chandra 
Sen, and iir the face of the New DispeDsationt 
vouchsafed to India, fail to see bow absolately 
necessary it is for us not only to become sanc- 
tified sons of men bnt also re-born children of 
God and thus partake of divine Nature and enter 
into the Kingdom of Qod. Christ Jesus came 
dowD| li?ed and died as the son of m^n and 
the son of God in order that every one of ua 
may become truly a son of man and a son of 
God and it was for the falfilmeot of this pur« 
pose that the special descent of the Holy Spirit 
upon the Apostles took place after the ascent of 
the Son of God.

Is not India to be saved like Sita by her most 
beloved Lord God of the (Jniverse P Cannot 
Ram*s advent and dealings with Sita as de« 
picted in the Ramayana be compared with the 
advent and dealings of the Living God with 
India? But remember, my beloved brethren, 
Sita was not truly saved only by her being re^ 
7 
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nnzted wifh Ram ; bat when she gave birtb io 
Lab and Rush she was altogether saved. So 
India cannot be saved only by being re-nnited 
with her most beloved I^ord^ even the So^reme 
God of the Universe, lad in, uiK)ther India, will 
not be saved until every Indian become at once 
a son of God and a son of man, having assimilated 
through the Spirit of God, the flesh and blood , 
the divine character and life of Christ Jesas. 
Hark^ Harlr, oh my brethren, how tlie Son of 
God from the Bosom of his Father ih heaven. 
is calling every one of ns to follow him by deny- 
ing his own self and giving op his own will 
even as he did as the son of man while on 
earth, and to become a true son of man in order 
to attain the life and character of a son of God. 
Beware, oh my brethren, of the national re- 
ligious pride «an<i accept the Dispensation of the 
Spirit with the deliberate object of being born 
(igain and entering into God's Kingdom. As 
I have already told you my brethren, yoa will 
be able ta assimilate the« divine character 
nnd life of Christ Jesus alike as the son of God 
and the son of man through the Holy Spirit, 
it is your bounden duty as seekers after the 
Kingdom of God and His Righteousness to 
accept the New Dispensation vouchsafed to lodit^ 
None but the Holy S[)irit can enable you to 
Igok up to Christ Jesus and see with your own 



ibyes how be bora the character and life at once 
of the son of Qod ani the son of man. He 
waB the most nniqne person that was ever sent, 
to the ' world. He came to reveal at once divine 
faamanity and human divinity^ Not to speak 
of ns, wretched sinners, even the near and dear 
immediate followers of Christ Jesus had not been 
able to accept him and preash him the cracified 
AS they were bound to do, before the Holy Spirit 
descended upon them. The oneness of the Goi 
and the man in the character and life of Christ 
Jesus is what staggers not ouly many an iDtellec* 
tual giant but likewise many a venerable hoary- 
headed sadlius of this world. My brethren, 
it will not do to explain away either the unique 
humanity or the uniqne divinity of Christ Jesus. 
You must believe and follow him as the Qod- 
^man or in other words as the son of God and 
the son of man in order that you may become 
true sons of Gqd and true sons of man. We may 
delude ourselves with the idea that we are 
already true sons .t)f man, what we need, is 
simply to become sons of God But that is not 
a fact. We have no doubt been created as sons 
of man bnt inasmuch as we have not denied 
oiirselves before God and given up our own wills 
before His will, because of our self-pride and 
eolf-will, we have failel to prove ourselves to 
be true sons of man. We are therefore required 
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to accept Christ Jesas not only as the son of 
God bat likewise as the sdd of man and follow 
him as the son of man. before we can bave the 
privilege of following bim as the son of God. 
We mast as sons of man deny onrseives and 
follow him daily with onr cross. It is not 
unoften the case with people to be tempted to 
aspire *^after the assimilation of the Divine side 
of the character of Christ Jesus, disregarding 
the human side, nay, confounding the haman 
with the divine and vice versa. It is only the 
Holy Spirit who can enable the believer to steer 
clear of sach mistakes and to follow Christ Jesns 
alike as the son of man and the son of God. 
The most solemn words — *' It is expedient for 
you that I go away, for, if I go not away, 
the Comforter will not come nnto yon ^<*," are 
indeed the most memorable words which Christ 
Jesas spoke' to his immediate dispiciples ; be- 
oaase by these words the son of God gave his i 
disciples to understand how necessary it was even 
for them to be led by the Holy Spirit in order 
that they might trnly follow him as the son of 
man and the son of God and preach him as sach. 
It is, therefore, absolutely necessary for us all 
to be led by the Spirit in order to be ab!e< 
to follow Christ Jesns truly and assimilate hi« 
two-fold character and become at once the sons 
of man and sons of Qud. But it must bo 



borne in mind that before we cnn trnly aestmihtQ 
the two-fold character of Christ Jesas our hearts , 
mast be so oouverted Ly (he Holy Spirit that 
we will become like littj^ child reo^ e. e. men of 
child-like faith^ and recognize the All-einbraoing 
Bosom of God as the very Foantain-sonrce of 
our new existence and life. Yerily Qod is not 
only our Father but likewise our MoUier in * 
heaven. Had it not been so how could Christ 
Jesus the sun of Ri(/hteocsness manifest the 
divine tenderness when he saiil *' Jerus^ilera, 
Jerusalem, how often would I have gathered thy 
children together, as a hen doth gather her brood 
under her wings &j" ? As a humble, follower 
of the New Dispensation, I cannot help bearing 
testimony to the fact that Qod is our Mother 
even as He is our King and Father. I am 
not unaware of the fact that mariolatvy in the 
West and idolatry or the worship of so-called 
goddesses in the East, make the Christians oC 
the Reformed Church and the Brahmos of the 
Tbeistic Church hesitate to call Qod Mother. 
But that is no reason why we should not recog- 
nize Qod as our very Mother in heaven even as 
He is our very King and Father. It is not 
possible for us, sinful as we are, to be able to 
h9ar the radiant brightness of the Fatherhood^ 
before we are attracted by the charming ten-* 
derness of the Motherhood^ of God. May God 
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reign sapreme on earth as the King of king^^ 
the Father of fathers and the Mother of mothers 
and inspire in our hearts through His Spirit 
fear, obedience and love ^r in other words faith, 
purity and charity I We must as newly-converted 
believers be inspired wilh such faith^ purity and 
charity as wili enable us to believe in the One 
True Glod of the Universe, the internal and the 
external sides whereof are the spiritual and 
temporal worlds, lead the pure life of obedience 
to His will alike in spiritual and temporal oiat- 
ters and embrace all with catholic love. 

My beloved sisters and brothers, the night 
has already advanced and I have detained you 
a little too long. I must thank you for listen- 
ing to what I have been permitted by my L')rd 
God to speak to you to-night. May the Lord 
God bless liKlia evermore I May His blessipga 
rest on us and may His Spirit enable us to bo 
more and more worthy of them to the end of 
our lives I Amen. 



THE NEW DISPENSATION IN EAST 

BENGAL. 
My brethren and friends, as a humble apostle 
of the New Disijensatin in East Bengal I stand 
before you to bear witness on the happy occasiop 
of the 12th Anniversary of our Ohuroh, to the 
ftll«embracing Dispeusatioa of the Spirit as it 
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bas developed itself ia I^isfc Bengal dntring .p.*? t 
past twelve years. Do Thon, Ob t my Lord « 
Qodj enable^mrr to perform my task faithfully 
and sincerely. I do i^ost heartily thank Thee 
Ob) Lord I that it has |)Ieased Tbee to permit 
me, thy unworthy servant^ to bear witness to 
Iby Grace once more in this Thy holy Taber«- 
naole. Amen I * 

My brethren, I cannot, I must not, hesitate 
io tell you at the outset that my faith in the 
Dispensation of the Spirit, bat?, for the past 
twelve years, been put to a very severe test 
and consequently the trials I have had to pass 
through daring the period, have pFoved purify- 
ing to my soul, and as such they have made 
the Mercy of the Lord God to sinners like 
Die perfectly manifest. It is, therefore, a pleasant 
task for me to relate to you to-nigtit the sacred 
story of God's dealings with us^ a small band 
of His servants in East Bengal, during past 
twelve years. Before I begin, it is necessary 
that I should briefly state how the East Bengal 
New Dispensation Brahmo Somaj, the 12th 
Anniversary of which we are just now celebrate 
ingf came into existence. I need hardly remind 
yon that more than 12 years back we wero 
cpmpelled to out off our connection wiih tho 
JBIast Bengal Brahmo Somaj, simply becauso 
a good many of our bretbreui who during th^ 
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Cooch Behar marriage agitation, iJentified them* 
selves with the protest movement set on foot 
in Calcutta, some how managed to get rid of 
us. Having been thus jseparated from almost 
all my old friends, myself with a small band 
of believers in the Living God, was placed in 
inch a forlorn condition as I need not jnst 
now depict to you on this happy occasion. We 
were^ however, led by the Lod Qod to adhere 
to the doctrine of Adesh or dirict Divine In- 
spiration with a tenacity which has been useJ 
by the Lord in forming u^, thongh small in 
nnmber, into a compact body and we were led 
to make it It common canse to declare onr faith 
in Qod*s direct dealings with sinfnl creatures 
like ourselves. But we had for sometime no 
locus standi as a body, until a Branch Brahmo 
Somaj of Indna was established here during this 
time of the year 1880. Need I mention here 
that as we in a body declared our faith in 
the essential principle of God's Dispensation, 
even His Adesh or direct Inspiration, not only 
in matters spiritual but likewise in matters 
temporal, we have had to snffor a great deal from 
misunderstanding and misrepresentation, nay, 
8ome sort of persecution f But thanks to God 
that we were thus led to look to Him onlj 
for comfort and consolation and thereby to give 
Bim opportunity to reveal to as His Spirit 
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in a special manner and to pave the way fof 
the advent of His New Dispensation in East ' 
Bengal. Hence it was from the year 1881 that 
we began to be recognised as a body of believers 
in the New Dispensation and to carry on oar 
special work in East Bengal with a definite 
object and aim. 

As we began our career with the declara- 
tion of our faitb in the doctrine of perennial 
Inspiration we have been led from day to day 
to pass through changes of a very important 
nature. The Divine purpose of the New Dis- 
pensation, as it had been revealed^to us in fhe 
very beginning of our career as a body, was 
to establish among us the supremacy of the 
Spirit of God, even the Holy Spirit, on the 
one hand, and a true spirituil Brotherhood on 
* the other. In having this double purpose ful« 
filled in us we have had to pass thronu^h so 
many fresh trials and tribulations of a peculiar 
nature, as might, but for the Lord's interference, 
have by this time 'consumed us. He has not 
only enabled us to pass thron^^h the pecniiar 
trials uncdnsumed, but has through them revealed 
His Spirit as our only Guide and his Motherly 
Natnre embracing as it does, the whole host 
of His children in heaven as our only Goal. 
Thus we were at the very outset enabled to 
see cur way quite olear before us. Ever siuoe 
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Uie Holy Spirit has become oar only Qaide and 
the Mother God with Her holy Family oar 
only Goal, we havo felt onrselves boa ad to be 
iadividnally and colleofciveiy goided by the Diviod 
Spirit aad to see the holy family of the Su- 
preme Molher-God established, in spirit aud 
troth, in oar individaal and collective life. 

I W*oald DOW relate to yoa how we have 
been led by (he Spirit on the one hand and 
enabled to see the holy Family established among 
us on the other. According as we have been 
led by the Divine Spirit we have been made 
to witness snch failings and shortcomings, nay, 
positive sins in each other, as cansed great 
distnrbances among as and we have had there- 
fore to suffer from deep sorrows which, I mast 
most gratefally acknowledge, have been nsod 
by the Spirit as special means for working 4 
out the parification of onr hearts. What has, 
however, pained me very much again has been our 
misnnderstanding and misrepresentations resalt- 
ing into alienation of hearts alid hostile feelings 
which are still standing in oar way of being nnit- 
ed with each other as members of a true Brother 
hood. So I can make no secret -of the stabborn 
fact that the holy Family has not been establish- 
ed among us as yet. But that is no reason wliy 
I shonid hesitate to relate to you. how the Spirit 
has bjen teaching and guiding us cs^ieciully 
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during the past eight years, for the establishment 
of a true Brotherhood among us. We have been 
gradually leJ by the Spirit to see that to love 
Hiin with the whole hear! was the only means and 
toaltaifi regeneration or to be born again was the 
only end, we were bound respectively to adopt and 
aim at alike individoally and collectively, if we 
would see the divine purpose truly fnlfilled in 
onr individual and collective life. The Lord God , 
diJ not only thus let us know the only means 
to be adopted and the only end to be aimed at, 
by us as an individual and a collective body, but 
l)a9 likewise taught us how to love £im with the 
whole heart and to become truly regenerated. I 
Ijave no time to relate here in detail the manifold 
revelations that have been from time to lime vouch^ 
'^afed of His guiding Spirit and Tender Motherhood 
jon the one hand and of our individual and collective 
want of spiritual chastity and child-like spirit on 
the other. I mnst here afBrm without a shadow of 
doubt in my mind and any the least misgiving 
iu my heart, that {he Lord Qod has brought 
about such events in our individual and collec- 
tive life, as have convinced us of our woeful 
lack of love and purity, nay, of faith and obe- 
dience, in such a manner thai we have been 
mide to feel (he absolute necessity of loving 
Gad with the whole heart and of becoming n 
child of His in charActdr and life, Tliis is sot 



ally ii has pleased the Lord God to reveal to at 
on the one hand the Yogirlshis, Sree Krishna, 
Buddha, and Sree Gonrann[a whose spirits mnst 
be assimilated into onr religious spirit in order 
that we may love the Spirit-Qod with the whole 
heart ; and on the other, Abraham, Moses^ John 
the Baptist and Christ Jesns in order that we 
may become truly regenerated. We have thus 
been led by the Spirit to see clearly the dis- 
tiQction between Hinduism and Christianity. 
While Hinduism represents religiousness or 
piety, Christianity represents character or puri- 
ty. While yogirishis», Sree Krishna, Boddha 
and Sree Gouranga were sent to teach mankind 
different phases of religion ; Abraham, Mose% 
John the Baptist and Christ Jesns were sent to 
teach mankind faith and obedience — character 
and life. Hence it has become qnite clear to us ^ 
that the grand purpose of the New Dispensation 
cannot be fulfilled in our life unless and until 
ninduisra and Christianity are truly assimilated 
into our spirit. Any the least disloyalty to Togi- 
rishis, SreeK^'ishna, Buddha and Sree Gouranga 
on the one hand ; and to Abraham, Moses, John 
the Baptist and Christ Jesus on the other, is sure 
to stand in the way of the purpose of the New 
Dispensation being fulfilled in our individual 
and collective life. It has moreover been 
i:evealed to us in a striking manner that as 
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Sree Goarangn represents' love to Qod with tie 
whole heart, Ohnst Jesus represents Onenesfl 
with, or the Sonship of, God, The one repre» 
^ents the Means and the other the End, And 
we are therfore boand to assimilate the spirit 
of Sree Qouranga in order that we may lov6' 
God with the whole heart ; and that of Ohrisf; 
Jesns that we may become sons of God, 16 
has been fnrther revealed that Sree Gonranga 
does really represent the Love of God as it 
embraces Himself and His creatnres. Sree 
Qouranga is indeed the manifestation in flesh 
of God*3 Love which embraces Himself and Hisr 
crealores. This is religion indeed. We must 
be inspired with such a Love of Qod if we 
would be truly religions. It has likewise been 
revealed that Christ; Jesus does really represent 
the Divine Character as the only begotten Son 
of God. Christ Jesus is indeed the manifestation 
ID flesh of the Divine Sonship or Oneness with 
Qod. This is salvation indeed. We must be 
born again and become sons of God, if we 
would attain salvation. Love of God represented 
by Sree Qouranga, as His enraptured devotee, 
is indeed the Religion which binds man as a 
creature with God as His Creator and with oth?rs 
aS his fellow-creatures. The Sonship of God 
Represented by Christ Jesus is indeed oneness 

with Him or salvt^tioa of the souK We

We are not only to become truly religious 
or to be inspired with the love of God foe 
Himself and His creatures, but we are likewise 
to become truly God's children or to be one with 
Him as our Father and Mother in heaven. 

I must not hesitate to point out here that 
as Buddha preceded Sree Gonrnnga and paved 
bis way by preaching true nirvana or the ex- 
tinction of all desires, John the Baptist pre- 
ceded Christ Jesus and paved his way by ^ 
teaching true repentance or the death of the 
old self. From the above it is quite clear how 
the Divine Spirit who ^^ leadeth into all truth " 
has led us^ the small band* of followers of the 
New Dispensation in Enat Bengal, to Sree 
Gouranga in whom Hinduism as a subjective 
religion, as well as to Christ Jesus in whom 
Judaism as aa objective revelation, has been re* 
spectively falGllled. We can by no means ignore 
the fact that while Hinduism found its fulfilment 
in the Shakti movement of Sree Qouraoga^

that E:ist Bengal has also been ohosan to be 
tlie scene of the Holy Spirit's work in 'a spe* 
cial mander% We have been taaght by the Holy 
Spirit to believe that He dwelleth with every 
indivklaal since his birth in order to lead 
him from untruth to the Truth, from darkness 
to the Light, and from death to the Life. It 
is therefore absolutely neoessary for every in« 
dividual to recdgnize the Spirit as He dwelietk 
with him and to plaoa himsaU under His direot 
and immediate ^uidauoa in order that he may 
, be led from untruth to the Truth/ from dark** 
ness to the Lij^h^, from death to the Life, and 
become oonseious of the Spirit's regenerating 
work in his own as well as in others' life. la 
order that a botievei* may bo aware of the Spirit's 
work at once in bis own and others' life be 
must become an instrument in the Hand of tho 
Lord in Ibringiag about others' as well as hit 
own regoneratiou.

hf iliose to whom he may be serviceable ? No, 
that cannot be, Sbe Sapreiii;icy aYid Immediaoy 
of the Spirit in the New Dispensation precIaJo 
faaman aothority and gifidance altogether. The 
followers of the New Dispensation are one and 
all disoiples and servants of the Lord Qod, even 
fts they are His worshippers and devotees. There 
is no rbom for a hamin guide and master in 
the New Dispensation. In the New Dispensa-t 
tion the Father- AIother-Qod with His holy Fa« 
mily is our Goal and His Holy Spirit is the 
only Quids and Authority. To tell the troth the 
Pather- Mother-God with the ' Holy Family in 
which dwells our minister as a new-rborn child 
of His is the centre' of the New Dispensation 
and flis Holy Spirit is the Supreme Agent at 
work in it. Hence the bounden duty of us all 
as followers bf the New Dispensation is to be 
guided by the Holy Spirit and Him alone and 
to aspire after the enjoyment of righteousness 
and peaoe that is ever and anon being enjoyed 
as food and drink, by the Gtoly family in the 
Bosom of the Father-Mother*God.

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Family U liviog And (he work of His Spirit ts 
therefore going on. The New Dispensation is 
living faith in the Father- Mothef-Qod with His 
Holy Family as the Qoal and in His Holy Spirit 
as the Guide. To bo a true follower of the 
New Dispensation a sinner has only to see, hear 
and obey tlie Lord Qod not only in bis own 
li^e bat likewise in that of others. It is as a ^ 
part and parcel of a body of believers with 
whom one's lot is oast, thai he is to (Prepare . 
himself for the kingdom of heaven above and 
union with all believers without any distinction 
of Golonr and creed, age and clime here below. 
What is a family oirole to one's physical growtfa| 
that is a brotherhood of fellow-believers to hia

spiritual growth. Thoagh one may physioally 
grow up without being in a family circle^ ho 
^ oannot do so spiritually without ' being in a 
brotherhood of fellow-believers. As in order to 
become a citizen of the world one must be bora 
and bred in the bosom of a family, so in order 
to be able to enter^into the kingdom of heaven 
one mast be spiritually born and bred iu a 
Heaven-appointed brotherhood of believers. X 
must exhort you, my fellow-believers, in tbo 
Ne 19 Dispensation to make it a speoial obj eot o( 
yoar life, not onfy to see, bear and obey Qod 
in your own self, but likewise in each and all 
of those with whom your lot is oast ; aud i^ 
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Thtn^mhet iilwajs that it is not poidible for 
ihose who are united with each other as limbi 
of a body to disregnrd each other with impa- 
Bity. Yoa mast not iinf^gitie it to be a Tery 
easy task for sinners to be aaited with each 
dther as limbs of a body. Bet whether an emsy 
task or nof^ it is revealed to be absolately ne* 
oessary^ for siafal creatare^ like oarselres to 
beoome members of a brotherhood of fellow*be- 
.Uevers in order that we may be pnrified and 
Bitnetifitid by the Divine Spirit. Purificatioo or 
oieansingy and sanctification or making boly, 
are the two most important funotiods of the Di« 
vine Spirit. The sinner's heart mast be alto- 
gether oleansed of pride and self'-will, the two 
primary sources respectively^ of evil tboaghts, 
feelings, desires and motives within ; and of 
evil sayinaA/ doings^ behavionr and conduct* 
witboat. Unless a sinner's heart is cleansed or 
made pure be cannot be made holy. According 
ftS it is revealed in the New Dispensation, and I 
oan bear my personal testim<$ny to the fact, that 
it is fur cleansing the heart of its pride and 
aelftwill that a sinner is made a member of a 
brotherhood of feUow*-beIievere ; and that in

THE NEW DISPENSATION AND THE 

GREAT MINISTER. 

Dear brethren and fellow-believers I

It in 
not possible for a great man to be truly toU 
lowed in spirit and trnth unless the secret of 
bis life and charactir is found out and accepted 
as a principle. I must at the outset tell iq 
plain terms that I am not an admirer but n 
humble follower of the Great Minister l^eshubi 
Chandrai Sen and as such 1 have been led fron; 
thj very beginning to enter into the secret o( 
his life and character. For my part I firmly 
believe tbat (o admire ^qd pr^^ise ^esbqb Okl^n^ 
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dra Sen witbont being a follower of bis i? to 
insult biin and deny a Divine gift, I know 
in malsing snob a stardliug remark I am in 
danger of inonrring tbe 'displeasure of manj a 
foe and a friend alike. Bnfc I can'fc belp it. 
I cannot admire and praise one vfho bas been 
sent to me direct by my God as a great gift 
of His for my salvation as a great sinner, 
Tlmnks to tbe Lord God, ray Saviour anJ Com- 
forter, tbat I bave never been tempted to ^U 
jnire and praise my great Minister but bave 
from the very beginning been led to enter into 
tbe secret of bis life and to try my best to follow 
bim in spirit and trutb. It is for tbis reason 
tbat I embrace tbis opportunity to dilate, as far 
as I am able to do, upon tbe * secrets of the 
Life and Character of tbe Great Minister, 
i^esbub Chandra Sen, with tbe i^rm conviction* 
that many a sinner like me will be benefitted 
thereby. A sinner's business is not to admire 
and praise a God-sent gift but to accept it as 
0ueb and make tbe best use of it ^ for his sal- 
tation for which it bits been sent to bim by 
bis Saviour. Without further remarks in the 
way of introduction, I would at once enter into 
tbe subject at band and dwell upon it at 
pome length. * 

There is no doubt, that tbe great Minister 
S^bab Chandra Sen as a great mao^ was a geuiqa 
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bqJ as sach he was bora with a great mind bat 
thati9a3t the secret of his life and character, 
thoQf^h that may be the secret of his beiug ad* 
mired and praised by bii^ friends and foes alike. 
Bat the secret of his life and character, be ifc 
observed at the very outset, is the very thing 
\rhich made him an object of great hatred andl 
persecution to all his sworn enemies and an enig« 
ma to many among his friends anJ foos here and 
abroad. The secret of his life -and charactec 
as well as their details he has himself given 
out to the world without any the least reservatioUi 
80 much so that the secret of his life and charactec 
has become an open secref, aud thejdetails o£ 
them have become subjects of serious study witd 
many a rehgious enquirer in the land. But so 
far as the secret of his life and character is con- 
cerned^ I do firmly believe that it is incumbeut 
upon any and every true follower of his to bear ^ 
witness to it before the world and disabuse tha 
minds of the people of wrong notions about 
the great man. Because people are apt to accept 
the words of the followers of a great man more 
than those of bis own about himself. 

In want of a better word, I would call the 
secret of the great Minister's life and characteri 
hi^ Faith in the One True Qod even the Living 
Personal God of the Universoi the inside of 
whioh is what constitutes the meatal| the moral| 
9 
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and the spiritnal aud ihe outside Una imteriat^ 
the physical and the aoimal world. Faith in 
the Oae Trae Gk)d or the Living Personal Qod 
of the Uaiferse k ^hat ' embraces faith in all 
things tenvporal and spiritoal of which the XToi^ 
Terse is composed,, as well as in Qod Himself^ 
Keshub^s God was neither the Past God of His*, 
lerj nor the Future God of Poetry ;^ his God i» 
the Present Real God of the Universe ii^ general 
and of every particle in it in partioolar. Bis 
Ood is as moch of the Ancient Yogis and Rishis, 
of Baddha and of Sree Gouranjsra and Nanak t 
of Abraham and Moses^ of Jrohn the Baptist 
and of Christ Jesns, as of yon and me, poor 
flilpners as we are. His God is at once of Heaven 
above and earth below. He was sent here as 
verily the Man of Fat^^A^^—that Faith of which 
Ohrist Jesus himself said ''If ye have faith^, 
like a mastard seed^ye shall say to the yonder 
mountain^ remove, and it shall be removed.'^ Ve- 
rily Keshub Ohander Sen, my nio6t beloved 
Minister has been sent to the world io the f ol« 
Bess of time^ not as a Prophet^ not as a Great 
Man or a religions genias only, bat aa the Great 
Man of singular Faith, that all sinners may aocept 
liim as such and know for certain the great 
aeeret of true haman life and character. It ie 
It mistake to suppose that a great Prophet or a 
J great Religions {[eniM eomea to the world with 
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what no otiier man Is or can be blessed. On the; 
contrary every Prophet or ev«ry Religions 
genius comes endowed with what is or should 
be in possession of eve?y haman beinor. A Pro- 
phet or a Religions genius only possesses that 
in an extraordinary degree, which every humaa 
being is in possession of in a very small degree. 
The fact is what a Prophet ar a Religious^'genius 
knows he possesses, any other human being is 
ignorant of the fact that he too possesses it. A. 
Prophet or a Religions genius is really sent to 
remind his fellow- creatures of what they possess 
and what they may become^ if they acknowledge 
what they possess, though it be in tbe smallest 
degree possible. 

This his singular Fath in the Living Personal 
Oodofihe Universe or the Supreme Spirit-God 
pervading all space and all time, begot in the 
great Minister perfect trust in Him alike in 
temporal and spiritual matters, and made him 
recoofUTze the hearing of the voice of God througlt 
conscience as the only means to be gnided and 
led by in the right way. Hence it was that 
the essential principles of his life and character 
were primarily his Faith in, reliance upon and 
obedience to the Supreme Spirit-God. Need I 
remind you that Faith in, Reliance upon, and 
Obedience to, the Spirit-God within and without 
ftre the essentiial priuciples of every human life 
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and cbft racier f Eeshnb as the representatiTO 

of all of us accepted them as snch and urged 

Tipon as the absolnte necessity of doing so. 

He defined Faith to ba direct Uod-vision and 

as snch he represented Faith to be the eye of 

the hatnan spirit with which she can see Qod 

faee to face. He represented Trust in Him as 

the hahd of the human spirit with which she can 

lay hold of the Feet of the Lord God ; and 

conscience as the ear with which she can hear 

what God utters either as words of counsel or as 

XDJanotions and cominauds. All this was indeed 

the secret of the life and character of Kesfaab 

Chandra Seu. 

Having thus pointed out the secret and vital 
principles of the Life and Character of my most 
beloved elder brother and Minister, it is bot 
necessary to show how these principles led 
him lo proclaim to the world the New Dispon- 
flation. Truly as he followed the principles of 
his life, referred to above, Spirit-God became 
his all in all alike in religious and temporal 
matters ; and he first of all accepted sincere 
and earnest prayer to Him as the only means 
by which he could attain not only what is called 
the true religions life but likewise live the 
temporal life as he should. And it so pleasod 
the Lord that he found himself surrounded by

hold relijs;ioQS intercourse abont and offer pray- 
ers to God with theni^ as a leading i^pirit and 
at last to worship with them the Spirit-Qod in 
spirit and truth. It was by this means that a 
Brotherhood with Keshnb Chandra as the eldest^ 
was actually formed among them, which in 
coarse of time became the scene in which the 
Lord Qod acted as the Direct and the Immediate 
Agent to lay open the way which is sure to 
lead to the regeneration of mankind in general 
and the children of the soil in particular. It 
was thns that the great Minister was enabled 
to proclaim to the world the Dispensation of the 
Spirit-God, even the Holy Bpirit, or the New 
Dispensation. It must be observed here that 
as every Dispensation which begun with the 
advent and ended with the ascension of a Prophet 
or a Religious genius could not help being re- 
cognized as past and as a matter of course as old, 
the Dispensation of^ the Spirit could not but be 
regarded as continued and of course as ever 
new. Verily the Dispensation of the ever-living 
Spirit of God is the New Dispensation indeed 
and as such it includes all the past or the old 
Dispensations with exalted human spirits as 
their central figures and all Divine Dispen* 
sations that are to be vouchsafed by the Divino 
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Spirii in lime to come, binding all of tb©m m 
one and the same chain of the Divine Dispen- 
Bation ; each one, limited as it appears in time 
and space, being a link ip it. The Dispensation 
of the Spirit is not only that which bin.ls all 
Dispensations as links of one an<l the same Chain 
of the Divine Dispensation ; but it is likewise 
that njbich interprets the deep and secret things 
of the Spirit in each and all the Dispensations 
of God. It is indeed one and a chief one among 
the many functions of the Spirit of God to 
teach and interpret the Dispensations of God. 
Who else can do it ? Did not even Christ 
Jesus declare in plain terms that the Holy Spirit^ 
even the Spirit of Truth, was to lead mankind 
into all truth? Did he not also declare as 
plainly that while there was forgiveness for 
those who offended the son of man, there was 

none either on earth or in heaven, for tbo3e* 
who offended the Holy Spirit 7 

Hence it is clear that Faith or direct vision 
of God, sincere and earnest prayer to Him and 
the Divine worship in spirit' and- truth in com- 
pany of a band of believers were respectively 
the root, the sap and the main stay of the Life 
of the great Minister Eeshub Oliandra Sen 
and all other things were the fruits borne bjr 
bis life through direct Divfne Agency. It is 
i;eaerally the case that the followers of a great 
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.Man, even in these days of enlightenment^ ard 

desiroas to enjoy the frnits of their master's 

laboars withoat living the life he lived and in 

coQsequence they fail to attain trne life. What 

is worse they think themselves to be in full 

possession of those fruits already and as a matter 

of course in a position to exercise authority over 

others in their master's name. Such a^ state of ^ 

things has been repeated over and over in the 

History of Divine Dispensations. But the New 

Dispensation as pre-eminently the Dispensation 

of the Spirit has been vouchsafed to the world 

that bodies of sinners all over the world may 

be in a special manner taught, guided and led 

by the Holy Spirit to attain faith, practise 

sincere and earnest prayer, and worship the 

One True God in spirit and truth ; and thereby 

become fit to live the life the ]\fan of Faith, 

even Keshnb Chandra Sen, lived here below. 

The New Dispensation thus declared by 
Keshub Chandra Sen, our great Minister, is not 
exclusive but inclusive of all other past and fa* 
tnre Divine Dispensations that have already been, 
and will, from time to time, be, vouchsafed to 
mankind in all climes, countries and ages for 
the establishment of the Kingdom of heaven on 
earth or in other words for the fulfilment of Qod'i 
will here below as it is done in heaven above^ 
It must be observed here in plain terms tba| 
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tbongh onr great Minister lias, in decfaring the 
Now Dispensation, denied any tbe least claim 
to the position in it, which one and all the Pro- 
phets have been given t^ in the past Dispensa- 
tions down to, the Dispensation of Islnraism, he 
has not been altogether denied it by his friends 
and foes alike. The trath is neither did the Old 
dim Li^ht altogether disappear nor did the New 
bright Light m:ike its complete appearance at 
the announcement of the New Dispensation. It 
was neither night nor day or naratra nadiba as 
the Bengali saying goes. Hence it was that in 
the twilight people con!d not help looking upon 
onr great minister, t]ol as half-God and half- 
man as in older Dispensations, neither as alto- 
gether a Prophet as in the Dispensation of Isla- 
misra, bnt ai3 half- prophet and half-greatman.

As a follower and a fellow-apostle of my most 
beloved Minister I feel myself called and bound 
to declare to you all present and to' all my coun« 
trymen, that each and all, individually and col* 
lectively, as members of a body of true believers 
in ibe New Dispensation vouchsafed to mankind, 
mast believe in the^ One True God, pray to Him 
and worship Him in spirit and truth alike in- 
dividually and collectively, even as the great 
Minister did with those with whom, as he clear* 
ly perceived, his lot was cast, in order that bo-

the New i>ispexisation» There will be a Um e 
yihen Science will be recognised as the Old 
Testament and the Ne^' Ibispensation as the New 
Testament of the living God of the great Uni-* 
Terse. Verily the modern Science and the 
New Dispensation are respectively the Revelations 
of the Law and the Grace of the Living God, 
Men and women of the world are bound to obey 
the Law revealed by Science and accept ]>ivine 
eraoe revealed by the New dispensation in order 
to prove themselves as trae believers in the One 
Trae God of the Universe, aod mnst be feared

BEHOLD GOD AND MAN. 
Brethren, I stftnd before yon this evening 
to disconrse on the most sacred theme — God 
^ui] Mm. A text in the Ulnda scriptures says 
^* On one and the same tree there dwell together 
two birds,— one witnesses and the other enjoys 
und endures." This is no doubt a metaphorical 
expression. It is figurative. But it does never- 
tbeiedS embody a deep truth conoerniug the 
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relaiion ibafc eisisfcs between God and mxxHi mi 
only hereafter m beavoa but alio here beloMf 
en earth. I would jnst dive&t the test of poetry 
and present to yon wbaf it embodies as a naked 
truth. By the tree the renerable writer of the 
text means hnmin body. It is no donbt like 
a tree. Look at it, !t has got* hands as branches 
and h^irs as leaves and so forth. The ttro 
birds are no other than Qod and man. Thus 
it is quite clear that God and man are meant 
by the text to dwell together in this body of 
onrs. There is no human body on earth in which 
God and man do not dwell together. No man 
bowever sinful can be separated from God. The 
text just quoted does thus express the close 
relation that exists betvyeen Qod and man here 
below. I would dilate upon this relation to- 
night. My brethren, the relation that exists^ 
between Qod and Man is thrae-^foldi inasmuch 
as man has a three- fold character* Man is an 
animal so far as his body is conceruf^d. He 
is a soul so far as his spirf^ goen. He is not 
only an auimal, a spirit but likewise a person, 
His relation with God is therefore three- fold. 
I would now describe the three-fold relation 
existing between Goi and man. I must first 
of all consider the hum m body. God is relateti 
to him, so far as his body is concerned, as tbe 
Creator, the Preserrer and the Destroyer, God 
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U go related to the v»hole oatsiJe world which 
He has made to minister to the physical wanti 
of man. Hence the essential principle of natnral 
theism or Vedas is 'S*5M'5. or that which creates, 
preserves and destroys is real. Tiiis is indeed 
the first stage of mm's true religious life. He 
most believe Gad to be his Creator, Preserver 
and Destroyer so far as his body is ooacerned. 
How our body grows up for a certain period, 
and then begins to decay until it is destroyed. 
It has been juatly exfirassed by Riji Run llohaa 
Roy in a hymn he himself composed that

!tt"t Jll ?^ ^t?lt " ( A piece of wood may be 
preserved for ages, but no amount of anxious 
care can prevent the destruction of the body.) 
My brethren, 1 myself am now passing through 
the process of physical decay. How can I escape 
it. None of jon can expect to make your 
body everlasting even if you settle yourselves 
in Kmchi. Christians say Christ rose up with 
his body. Was it this body which is destined 
to be destroyed that Christ Jesus rose up with 
at his resurrection ? How could that be t It 
was a spiritual body, rather a spiritual per- 
sonality. The Hindus also believe in Bhaffbatz 
Tanu or the spiritual body. How can our 
educated countrymen having western eduoatioD 
fail to truly believe God to bo th« Oceator, tha 



Presarver and the Destroyer ? To believe in ii 
08 a doetrine will not save as. Heavens above 
and earth below declare Qod the Creator, the 
Preserver and the Dflsttoyer. How can then 
physical science which teaches truths concerning 
heavens and earth fail to declare the Qod o{ 
natnral Theism f Did Ruja Ram Mohan Roy 
foolishly admire western sciences when he foaght 
fof the introdaction of Eno;lish edacation among 
his conntrymen f Not to speak of the physical 
icienceSy if we but seriously think of this oar 
frail boJy we cannot help perceiving that Qod 
is the Creator, the Preserver and the Destroyer 
of it. Was not every man's body created in the 
\?omb of the Mother f It was sown there as a 
seed and how it was at last developed into a nice 
human body. Christ, Bhuddha and Qouranga 
"Were also brAnght into existence in this natural 
"way. They were like ns in the wombs of their 
mothers. They were born and grew np like 
ourselves. It is Qod who preserves the body and 
makes it grow np. Qod mak^s ns feel hunger 
and thirst, snppUes us with food and drink and 
thus preserves the body. As Qod creates and 
preserves so does He destory the body when it 
pleases Him to do so. The great scientist of 
the day, Tyndal who had to tell his beloved wife/ 
" dear darling yon have killed your John " was 
uot really killed bj his wife but hj the poison 



in which God pat the destroying power. It wai 
Qod the Destroyer wiio pat an end to the 
physical life of the great man. God who' creates 
and preserves has the* right to destroy. It is 
foolish to compinin against the destruction of 
the body, God has right to destroy the body 
whenever it pleases Him^ to do so. Brethren | 
yon mnst trnly believe in God as the Creator, the 
Preserver and the Destroyer here below and 
see the Hand of God alike in the creation, 
preservation anl destruction of the body. To 
believe Him truly as such is to believe in na- 
tural Theism and to really begin the true re-> 
ligious life. There is nothing like sectarianism 
in natural Theism. Young men in our schools 
nnd colleges are bound to believe in natural 
Theism^ or else they are taught sciences in vain. 
How can the eduoation that is imparted in our 
Schools and Colleges fail to teach our young 
men natural Theism f In my humble opinion 
it is foolish to call Eaglish education altogether 
secular. I do very well remember how the 
simple saying ^'the rose is beautiful and God 
is the Beauty " which I was taught in a little 
book while a boy, made an indelible impressioo 
on my mind. To believe in God the Oreatofi 
tfla Preserver and the Destroyer is the Vedio 
period of our religions life. As in the national 
10 in the individaal Ufa of man Vedio period 
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U the first stage. As the ancient Hin^lo Qft** 
tional religion so modern Brahmoism which i^as 
in the beginning the ontooms of parifi^J Bin*> 
daism began with the *Veda or the Refelatioa 
of QoJ in nature. Soienoes are the natural 
revelacions of Qod. The modern scientists do 
like the Rishis of old d eolare to ns the God of 
Nature* We must not, we cannot rest satisfied 
with natural Theism only. Body is not all ia 
all with uSb Did not Socrates declare a great 
truth when in days of yore he said '^ Know 
thyself" and directed the attention of men, to 
what is higher than the body ? When he 
did so the attention of the enquirers after 
truth had been engrossed by physical knowledge. 
My brethren, to be able to know what deeper 
relation exists between God and man, yon mnab 
look within yourselves and realize how God is 
related to the human spirit. The human spirit 
has got intelligence, the sense of justice aad 
the sentiment of love. Man's pnro reason or 
intelligence is a ray of the Supreme Intelligence 
or the Wisdom of God. Man*s sense of justice is 
likewise a ray of G'd's Perfect Justice. It is true 
we do not exercise our justice in regard to 
oar own selves but in judging of others hovr 
Horatinizing we are I Alan's sentiment of love ts 
also a ray of the Infinite Love of God. Be- 
bold bow closely and inseparably is the hamaa 
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it)m(; related to Qod. So far m tbe birttiatt 
Spirit is concerned Qod is tbe Boal of ohr soul^ 
and the Self of onr self. Can yoa, my brethren^ 
separate tbe rays from*tbe ^nn f Noi that catt 
tiever be. Yon cannot do it however sharp yont 
intellect may be. Neither can yoii separate the 
human spirit from Qod. Qod is indeed tbe ISab- 
stance and tbe human spirit is the shadow*. Like 
the shadow it adheres to (^^od. That man is 
created in the iiUfic^e of Qod has not been spoken 
of tbe baman body bnt of the human spirit. Qod 
has no body, fie is the Spirit. Human body 
is a creation of Qod bnt the bnraan spirit is an 
emanation from Him. The everlastinc^ spiritual 
relation that existd between Qod and Man is what 
represents the Vaidnntic period or the second 
stage of the true religious life. A'^ ^Q*' ^^ tT< 
is the essential principle of the Vodas, <rt«lTT5tt«i^^ 
is that of the Vedanta. The Soul of soul, the 
Life of life, is what expre8«?e« the deep spiritual 
relation exi^^tinor between Qod and Man, Na* 
tnral Theism is tli'ns developed into spiritual 
Thf^ism. It is in this that Rrahinaism widely 
differs from European Theism of the day. Spi- 
ritual communion is very much ignored in the 
West. It is indeed n very sad tbincf that the 
Christian teachers and preachers of different 
denominations resMing in this town do not deem 
it their worthwhile to retire to the hills and hold 



^oWirtiunioD with the Spirit or Odd. Their JlaJ* 
ter^ Christ Jesnis, nsftrl often to retire to the hlHa 
itnd hoU spiritual coinmanion. My brethren, 
yoa are inJeed very fortunate. Icou have got so 
many hills near the town, inviting yoa to re*- 
tire to them now and then and hold ooininanion 
with their God* They have got nice, seats for 
3^oa, wiierecipon you cm oonveuiently sil? down 
Tind cornmane with the Divine Spirit. I know 
you retire to them for picnic. Can you not do 
BO for com m union f When yoa take walls 9, yott 
can DOW and then go to the hills for the sacred 
purpose. You can by so doing get rid of many 
troubles and an&ietics. If you retire to the hills 
Bud only remember Gjd and think of the spiri- 
!nal relation ihit exists between Htm and yoar^ 
self, yon cannot fail to feel yourself better. It 
i^ very true we cannot be always in the second 
stage i. e* the Yaidantio period of our religious 
life. We are bound to come down to the lower 
stage «'. e, the Vadio period. There are ups and 
downs in our religious life t^o. Suppose a raaa 
has a two-storiad building to live in., He can 
not manage to be always in the upper stcry. 
He must come djwn to the lower story and be 
often there to manage, business. Likewise we 
cannot espeot to be always in a state of spirt* 
iual communion. We must often come down 
lolrUe lower stage and recogni^o Qod as the 
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Creator, the Preserver and the Destroyer. Bat, 
there is fear of pantheism in the second stago 
ifyoa do not go op hio&S\ You must go oa" 
ward, forward and upward. If jon stop in a 
lower stage of your religions life, you are to fall 
iu danger and indulge in erroneous doctrines. 

The relation between Uod aud Man, as I 
have, already told you is three-fold. As we are 
not only body and S[>irit but also persons, God 
too is not only the Heal Being aud the Soul of 
souls but also the Person of persons. The third 
stnga of our religious Ufa is what represents the 
personal relationship that exists between God 
aud Man. It is the Pouranic period. I am a per-* 
son. This body and this spirit are mine. They aro 
GodNs gifts to me, I am distinct from them. As iQ 
the first stage you recognize God as the (Oreatofi 
the Preserver and the Destroyer^ and in the second 
stage as the Sou) of souls, so in the third stage 
of relicTjous life vou are bound to recociniza Him 
as 3^^!^ f»[?f^ ^s^f^^^or The True, the Good and 
the Beautiful i. e, as^ the True, the Good aud the 
Beautiful Person or Character. Mark here the 
use of the defiuite article the. The True, the 
Good as well as the Beautiful refers to the 
Personal God who alone is True, Good and 
Beautiful, As Ihr^ True, God is the only object 
of faith, as the Good, He alone can be relied 
upon, and as the Beautiful He is our only 
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JJeal. Christ did not pnfc hioi^elf forward W- 
fore his disciples as the Ideal. He told th«m 
to be perfect even asWis Father ia heayeii is 
perfect. He did not eVen regard himself as 
Good. He plainly said ** I am not good, my 
Father in heaven alone ia good.*' QealiaatioD 
of the personal relationship that exists between 
God add Man is the tnost important thing i^ 
our religions progress. We have got oar father, 
mother, friends, teacher, master, kiogy leader 
and companion. Our father may be a trae father, 
mother a true mother, friend a trae friend, 
teacher a true teacher, master a true master, king 
a true king, leader a true leader and compauloa 
a true companion, but God is the True Father, 
ike True Mother, the True Friend, the True 
Xeacher, the True Master, the True King, the 
True Leader and the True Companion. Hence , 
it is necessary for us to reali^^e the personal , 
relation between Good and ourselves as His true 
children, disciples, servants, subjects, followers! 
and co-workers here bielow. *Ohrist Jesus wa9 
the Son of Qod as he enjoyed the personal 
relation that e:(isf;ed between God as his Father 
and himself as God's sod. Thas a personal rer 
lationship wojs enjoyed by Sree Gonranga too. ' 
My brethrei;n, what is discovery and invention 
in the scientific world is Revelation and In- 
»pirafeion la the religious warld. For dtsoofery 
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ofiJ inceation, credit is given to man but fof 
Revelation and Inspiration credit is dae to God 
alone. It is God the Trae, the . Good and the 
Beaatifal who reveals himself as sach and in- 
spires in ns corresponding; faith, trnst and love 
for hioaself. It may not jar your ears when yoa 
hear snch expressions as Herschel's star and 
Colnmbns's America, as the star has been dis- 
covered by Herschel and America by Colambas, 
But it is not rifl;ht to say that the Bi'ahmo somnj 
was founded by Raj>i Ram Mohan Ray. -No,' 
tliat can never be. The Brahnio Somaj has beea 
evolved out of the Hindu Somaj by God Him- 
self. God the Croator, the Preserver, and th^ 
Destroyer is the F«innder of the Qrahmo S tmaj. 
God the Soal of souls is the Soul of the Brahmo 
S)mnj. God the True, the Good aD,d the Beauti- 
ful is All in All in the Brahmo Somaj. He 
is the True, the Good and the Beautiful Father 
and Uother of us all. As the True Person He 
sees and bears each and all of ns, as the Good 
Pergon He governs and protects ns in perfect jas« 
tioe and sunreme love and as the Beautiful Person 
He attracts ns to His Holiness and Peace for ever 
and ever more. My brethren, our salvation de- 
pends npon beholding God and Man so closely 
and inseparably related to each other as I have 
attempted to show you this evening. Man caa 

never be separated from God. It is often bronght

Aft 
we have got oqi: i^eligioqs satnre whith it 
piOperly speaking oi^r hnixia^n pali^re a^ dia« 
tioguished froija the lower animal uatnre^ 
we nre bound to pay dqe regard to all tba 
i^eJigioos great naen of the world and reoogniztt 
in each and all pf them onr gte^t benefaotora* 
^ Bat having i:egard to onr highest spiritual as* 
. piration after the attainnaei^t of a hi'gUeir natqra 
tbaii oar religious mUure and, us a matter o£ 
course, of a higher life ihan our religions life,^ 
however exalted it' may be^ we cannot help look-* 
ing to Christ Je^as who is at once the son of Qod 
and the son, of man. When Peter as the Greatest 
iiepreaentative of mankind in general and as the 
apokesman of the disciples of Jesus in particular 
was given to acknowledge him as the son of 
the Living Qpd he was accepted of Christ ^^sus at 
the rook upon which he would build (lis Cbarcbf 
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Verily it is upon the rook of faith in Chris^ 
JesQs as the son of God that the Ghnrch of Christ 
Jesus is built. Bat the question is who is to 
inspire in us the faith which is indee>l the seed 
of our salvation f None, none, but the Spirit 
of God who does and oan inspire in the heart 
of our hearts the faith in the son of> God made 

• manifest in the flflsh of Jesus as the pure and simple 
son of man. Jesus was not born of the Holy 
Ghost but it was Christ the eon of God, who 
ever 'and anon sayeth ^* I am before Abraham 

' was,'' that was born of the Holy Spirit or marfe 
innnifest by Hrra in the flf'sh of Jesus. This 
is what explains how the Holy Spirit alone 
om niake us sons of God by inspiring in the 
heart of our hearts faith in Christ Jesus. Sonae 
of you may. be quite at a loss to understand 

'the necessity of one's beinsj inspired by the • 
Holy Spirit with faith in Christ Jesus, the bPr ^ 
gotten son of God. I would simply tell you 
that faith in Christ Jesus as the son of God 
IS not the cause of our new birth as sons of 
God but as an unmistakable proof of the fact that 
the Holy Spirit has already sown the seed of 
salvation in us and that was what Christ Jesns 
recognized in Peter when the latter acknowledtjed 
him as the son of God in response to his serious 
query about himself as distingnished from all 
fther n^astera who might havQ prqceded biu| 
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then and followed him afterwards. As our faith 

iQ the Living God, when it is first inspired 

io the heart of our hearts hy the Indwelling 

Pivine Spirit, is bat a smoking flax and i% gra^ 

daally fanned by Him to aflame of faith ia 

God as the Father, the faith in the son of God 

is also at the same time and in the same way 

inspired in oar heart at first as a smoking fliX 

find is gradually fanned into a fl ime of faith 

in the son of God even Christ Jesus. 

My brbthrbn, you noay suppose in an abslraci 

^ay that you may become sons of God and yet you 

fpay have no faith in Ohrist Jesos as the veritable son 

0f God but that is a oiere supposition. We are to deal 

^ith spiritual facts and I do bear testimony to the 

fact that Ohrist Jesus as distinguished from other 

masters, has been revealed in the Ne^ Dispensation 

asr the son of God and it is for this reason that 

i^e can join neither with Christians who re^ 

pognize Jesus Christ, not as the Divine Man, but 

^8 the human Qod as it wer^, nor with those 

[^ruhmos who recognize him only as one of the 

great religious teachers of mankind. For my 

part I can make i^o hesitation in. affirming that 

Ohrist Jesus was sent to represent Divine 

humanity — not human Divinity^-here on the 

learth.

consoionsness is the Deity of Ohrist and it has

even as He dwelt in the seal of Jesas, Did not 
Jesas in the beginning when he was bat 12 years 
old as it is recorded in the Bible, startle bis parents 
by the bold utterance ^*I mast be aboat my Father's ' 
business'^ f Was not this smoking flux of tbe 
Divine self in Jesas fanned into a flame when 
be prayed the Prayer of all prayers : "Thy will 
be done on earth as it Is done in heaven " f 
Behold, bow Christ dwelleth in every man ? He 
is indeed ** the light that lightetb every man that 
cometh into the world."
